ness  whiclj   is  Ity   faith, 

8  i^y  faith  Abraham,  when  lie  was 
called  to  go  out  into  a  place  which  he 
should  after  receive  for  an  inheritance, 
obeyed ;  and  he  went  out,  not  knowing 
whither  he  went. 

y  liy  faith  Moses,  when  he  was  come 
to  years,  refused  to  be  called  the  son  of 
I'haraoh's  daughter; 

10  Choosing  rather  to  suflfer  affliction 
with  the  jieople  of  God,  than  to  enjoy  the 
pleasures  of  sin  for  a  season ; 

11  Esteeming  the  reproach  of  Christ 
greater  riches  than  the  treasures  in 
Egypt:  for  he  had  respect  unto  the 
recompense  of  the  reward, 

12  By  faith  he  forsook  Egypt,  not 
fearing  the  wrath  of  the  king:  for  he 
endured,   as   seeing  him   who   is  invisible. 

13  And  what  shall  I  more  .say.'  for 
the  time  would  fail  me  to  tell  of  Gideon, 
and  of  Barak,  and  of  Samson,  and  of 
Jej)htha^;  of  David  also,  and  Samuel,  and 
of  the  prophets: 

14  Who  through  faith  subdued  king- 
doms, wrought  righteousness,  obtained

leheiu  of  .liulii'ji  in  the  clays  of  llerod  tlu* 

kiiijr,  beholil.  tlioro  came  wise  men  from 

tlio  oast  to  Jerusalem. 

4  Saying,  Where  is  he  that  is  born 
Kinjj  of  the  Jews?  for  we  liave  seen  liis 
star  in  tlie  east,  and  are  eome  to  worsliip 
Iiim. 

5  "SVlien  Ilerod  the  kin*;  had  lieard 
tliese  tilings,  he  was  troubled,  and  all 
Jerusalem  with  him. 

6  And  when  he  had  gathered  all  the 
chief  priests  and  scribes  of  the  people 
together,  he  demanded  of  them  where 
Christ  should  be  born. 

7  Anil  they  said  unto  him.  In  Bethle- 
hem of  Juda?a:  for  thus  it  is  Avritten  by 
the  i)rophet, 

8  And  thou  Bethlehem,  in  the  land  of 
Juda,  art  not  the  least  among  the  princes 
of  Juda:  for  out  of  thee  shall  come  a  Gov- 
ernor, that  shall  rule  my  people  Israel. 

9  Then  Herod,  when  he  had  privily 
called  the  wise  men,  enquired  of  them 
diligently  what  time  the  star  appeared. 

10  And  he  sent  them  to  Bethlehem, 
and  said.  Go  and  search  diligently  for  tlie 
young  child;  and  when  ye  have  found 
him,  bring  me  word  again,  that  I  may 
come  and  worship  him  also. 

11  When  they  had  heard  the  king,  they 
departed;  and,  lo,  the  star,  which  they 
saw  in  the  east,  went  before  them,  till  it 
came  and  stood  over  where  the  young- 
child  was. 

12  When  they  saw  the  star,  they  re- 
joiced with  exceeding  great  joy. 

13  And  when  they  were  come  into  the 
house,  they  saw  the  young  child  with 
Mary  his  mother,  and  fell  down,  and  wor- 
shipped him :  and  when  they  had  opened 
their  treasures,  they  presented  unto  him 
gifts;  gold,  and  frankincense,  and  myrrh. 

14  And  being  warned  of  God  in  a 
ilieam  that  they  should  not  return  to 
Iferod,  they  departed  into  their  own 
cn)untry  another  way. 

SELECTION  22 

Luke  2  :  40-47 

1  AND  the  child  grew,  and  waxed 
t  strong  in  spirit,  filled  with  wisdom :  and 
'     the  grace  of  God  was  upon  him. 


2  Now  his  j)arentH  went  to  Jerusalem 
every  year  at  tlie   feast   of  tiu;   jjassovcr. 

3  And  when  he  was  twelve  years  old, 
they  went  up  to  Jerusalem  after  the  cus- 
tom of  the  feast. 

4  And  when  they  had  fulfilled  the 
days,  as  they  returned,  the  child  Jesus 
tarried  behind  in  Jerusalem;  and  Josej)li 
and  his  mother  knew  not  of  it. 

5  liut  they,  supposing  him  to  have  been 
in  the  company,  went  a  day 's  journey ; 
and  they  sought  him  among  their  kins- 
folk and  acquaintance. 

6  And  when  they  found  him  not,  they 
turned  back  again  to  Jerusalem,  seeking 
him. 

7  And  it  came  to  pass,  that  after  three 
days  they  found  him  in  the  temple,  sitting 
in  the  midst  of  the  doctors,  both  hearing 
them,  and  asking  them  (juestions. 

8  And  all  that  heard  him  were  aston- 
ished at  his  understanding  and  answers. 

.  Mark  10  :  13-16 

9  And  they  brought  young  chiMren  to 
him,  that  he  should  touch  them:  and 
his  disciples  rebuked  those  that  brought 
them. 

10  But  w^hen  Jesus  saw  it,  he  was 
much  displeased,  and  said  unto  them, 
Suffer  the  little  children  to  come  unto  me, 
and  forbid  them  not:  for  of  such  is  the 
kingdom  of  God. 

11  Verily  I  say  unto  you,  Wliosoever 
shall  not  receive  the  kingdom  of  God  as 
a  little  child,  he  shall  not  enter  therein. 

12  And  he  took  them  up  in  his  arms, 
put  his  hands  upon  them,  and  blessed 
them. 

]\Iatthew  18  :  1-6 

13  AT  the  same  time  came  the  disciples 
unto  Jesus,  saying,  Who  is  the  greatest 
in  the  kingdom  of  heaven? 

14  And  Jesus  called  a  little  child  unto 
him,  and  set  him  in  the  midst  of  them, 

15  And  said.  Verily  I  say  unto  you, 
Except  ye  be  converted,  and  become  as 
little  children,  ye  shall  not  enter  into  the 
kingdom  of  heaven. 

16  Whosoever  therefore  shall  humble 
himself  as  this  little  child,  the  same  is 
greatest  in  the  kingdom  of  heaven. 

17  And  whoso  shall  receive  one  such 
little  child  in  my  name  receiveth  me. 
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18  But  wlioso  shall  ofl't'iKi  one  of  tht-so 
littli'  oiu's  wliifli  hi'lievf  in  uw,  it  were 
ln'ttir  for  him  that  a  millstone  were 
han^eii  ahout  his  nerk,  ami  that  he  were 
drowned   in  the  depth  of  the  sea. 

SELECTION  23 

T  Corinthians  13 

1  TIIOUOII  I  speak  with  the  tonnes 
of  men  and  of  anjjels,  and  liave  not  ehar- 
ity,  I  am  become  as  sounding  brass,  or  a 
tinkling  cymbal. 

2  Aiid  though  I  liave  the  gift  of 
prophecy,  and  understand  all  mysteries, 
and  all  knowledge;  and  though  1  have 
all  faith,  so  that  I  could  remove  moun- 
tains, and  have  not  charity,  1  am  noth- 
ing. 

3  And  though  I  liestow  all  my  goods 
to  feed  the  })0()r,  and  though  1  give  my 
body  to  be  burned,  and  have  not  charity, 
it  profiteth  me  nothing. 

4  Charity  suflfereth  long,  and  is  kind; 
charity  envieth  not;  charity  vaunteth  not 
itself,  is  not  puffed  up, 

5  Doth  not  behave  itself  unseemly, 
seeketh  not  her  own,  is  not  easily  pro- 
voked, thinketh  no  evil; 

6  Kejoiceth  not  in  iniquity,  but  re- 
joiceth  in  the  truth ; 

7  Beareth  all  tilings,  believeth  all 
things,  hopeth  all  things,  endureth  all 
things. 

8  Charity  never  faileth:  but  whether 
there  be  prophecies,  they  shall  fail ; 
whether  there  be  tongues,  they  shall 
cease;  whether  there  be  knowledge,  it 
shall  vanish  away. 

W  For  we  know  in  l)art,  and  we  i)roph- 
esy  in  part. 

10  But  when  that  which  is  perfect  is 
come,  then  that  which  is  in  part  shall  be 
done  away. 

-  11  When  T  was  a  child,  I  spake  as  a 
child,  I  understood  as  a  child,  I  thought 
as  a  child:  Init  when  I  became  a  man,  I 
l)ut  away  childish  things. 

12  For  now  we  see  through  a  glass, 
darkly;  but  then  face  to  face:  now  I 
know  in  i)art;  but  then  sliall  I  know  even 
as  also  T  am  known. 

13  And  now  abideth  faith,  hope,  char- 
ity, these  three;  but  the  greatest  of  these 
is  charity. 


SELECTION  24 

Like  lu  :  15 

1  AFTER  these  things  the  Lord  ap- 
pointed other  seventy  also,  and  sent  them 
two  and  two  before  liis  face  into  every 
city  and  place,  whither  he  him.self  would 
come. 

2  Therefore  said  he  unto  them,  The 
harvest  truly  is  great,  but  the  labourers 
are  few:  pray  ye  therefore  the  lX)RD  of 
the  harvest,  that  he  would  send  forth 
labourers  into  his  harvest. 

3  (Jo  your  ways:  l»ehold,  I  send  you 
forth  as  lambs  among  wolves. 

4  Carry  neither  j)urse,  now  scrip,  nor 
shoes:    and  salute  no  man  by  the  way. 

5  And  into  whatsoever  house  ye  enter, 
first  say,  Peace  be  to  this  bouse. 

Matthew  28  :  18-20 

6  And  Jesus  came  and  spake  unto 
them,  saying.  All  power  is  given  unto  me 
in  heaven  and   in  earth. 

7  (Jo  ye  therefore,  and  teach  all  na- 
tions, baptizing  them  in  the  name  of  the 
Father,  and  of  the  f^on,  and  of  the  Holy 
Ghost : 

8  Teaching  them  to  observe  all  things 
whatsoever  I  have  commanded  you:  and, 
lo,  I  am  with  you  alway,  even  unto  the 
end  of  the  world. 

Romans  10  :  13-15 

9  For  whosoever  shall  call  upon  the 
name  of  the  Lord  shall  be  saved. 

10  How  then  shall  they  call  on  him  in 
whom  they  have  not  believed?  and  h(»w 
shall  they  believe  in  him  of  whom  they 
have  not  heard?  and  how  shall  they  hear 
without  a  ])reacher? 

11  And  how  shall  they  ]>reach,  excejit 
they  be  sent?  as  it  is  written.  How  beau- 
tiful are  the  feet  of  them  that  preach 
the  gospel  of  peace,  and  bring  glad  tid- 
ings of  good  things! 

SELECTION  25 

Deuteronomy  8 

1  ALL  the  commandments  which  T 
command  thee  this  day  shall  ye  observe 
to  do,  that  ye  may  live,  and  multiply, 
and  go  in  and  possess  the  land  which  the 
IX)RD  sware  unto  vour  fathers. 
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2  And  tlioii  slialt  voniemher  all  tlio 
way  which  the  U)KI>  thy  (iod  led  thoo 
these  forty  years  in  the  wilderness,  to 
hninhle  thee,  anil  to  prove  thee,  to  know 
what  was  in  thine  heart,  whether  thou 
wouldest   keep  his  ronunandnients,  or  no. 

;{  And  he  hunihkHl  thee,  and  sufVered 
thee  to  hunger,  and  fed  thee  with  manna, 
whieh  thou  knewest  not,  neither  did  thy 
fathers  know;  that  he  niijjht  make  thee 
know  that  man  doth  not  live  by  biead 
only,  but  by  every  word  that  jjroeeedeth 
out  of  the  mouth  of  the  Ia)HD  doth  man 
live. 

4  Thy  raiment  waxed  not  old  upon 
thee,  neither  did  thy  foot  swell,  these 
forty  years. 

5  Thou  shalt  also  consider  in  thine 
heart,  that,  as  a  man  chasteneth  his  son, 
so  the  Lord  thy  God  chasteneth  thee. 

6  Therefore  thou  shalt  keep  the  com- 
mandments of  the  Lord  thy  God,  to  walk 
in  his  ways,  and  to  fear  him. 

7  For  the  Lord  thy  God  bringeth  thee 
into  a  good  land,  a  land  of  brooks  of 
water,  of  fountains  and  depths  that 
spring  out  of  valleys  and  hills; 

8  A  land  of  wheat,  and  barley,  and 
vines,  and  fig  trees,  and  pomegranates ;  a 
land  of  oil  olive,  and  honey; 

9  A  land  wherein  thou  shalt  eat  bread 
without  scarceness,  thou  shalt  not  lack 
any  thing  in  it ;  a  land  wiiose  stones  are 
iron,  and  out  of  whose  hills  thou  mayest 
dig  brass. 

10  When  thou  hast  eaten  and  art  full, 
then  thou  shalt  bless  the  Lord  thy  God 
for  the  good  land  which  he  hath  given 
thee. 

11  Beware  that  thou  forget  not  the 
Lord  thy  God,  in  not  keeping  his  com- 
mandments, and  his  judgments,  and  his 
statutes,  which  I  command  thee  this  day : 

12  Lest  when  thou  hast  eaten  and  art 
full,  and  hast  built  goodly  houses,  and 
dwelt  therein ; 

13  And  when  thy  herds  and  thy  flocks 
multiply,  and  thy  silver  and  thy  gold  is 
multiplied,  and  all  .that  thou  hast  is 
multiplied ; 

14  Then  thine  heart  be  lifted  up,  and 
thou  forget  the  Lord  thy  God,  which 
brought  thee  forth  out  of  the  land  of 
Egypt,  from  the  house  of  bondage ; 

15  Who    led   thee   through    that    great 


and  terrible  wilderness,  wherein  were 
fiery  serpents,  and  seorpions,  and  drought, 
where  there  was  no  water;  who  brought 
thee  foith  water  out  of  the  rock  of  Hint; 

16  Who  fvd  thee  in  the  wilderness 
with  manna,  which  thy  fathers  knew  not, 
that  he  might  humble  thee,  and  that  he 
might  })rove  thee,  to  do  thee  good  at  thy 
latter  end ; 

17  And  thou  say  in  thine  heart.  My 
power  and  the  might  of  mine  hand  hath 
gotten  me  this  wealth. 

18  But  thou  shalt  rememl)er  the  Lord 
thy  God:  for  it  is  he  that  giveth  thee 
})Ower  to  get  wealth,  that  he  may  estab- 
lish his  covenant  which  he  sware  unto 
thy  fathers,  as  it  is  this  day. 

19  And  it  shall  be,  if  thou  do  at  all 
forget  the  Lord  thy  God,  and  walk  after 
other  gods,  and  serve  them,  and  worship 
them,  I  testify  against  you  this  day  that 
ye  shall  surely  perish. 

20  As  the  nations  which  the  Lord  de- 
stroyeth  before  your  face,  so  shall  ye 
perish ;  because  ye  would  not  be  obedient 
unto  the  voice  of  the  Lord  your  God. 

SELECTION  26 

Proverbs  23  :  19-21,  29-35 

1  HEAR  thou,  my  son,  and  be  wise, 
and  guide  thine  heart  in  the  way. 

2  Be  not  among  winebibbers;  among 
riotous  eaters  of  flesh: 

3  For  the  drunkard  and  the  glutton 
shall  come  to  poverty:  and  drowsiness 
shall  clothe  a  man  with  rags. 

4  Who  hath  woe?  who  hath  sorrow? 
who  hath  contentions?  who  hath  bab- 
bling? who  hath  wounds  without  cause? 
W'ho  hath  redness  of  eyes? 

5  They  that  tarry  long  at  the  wine; 
they  that  go  to  seek  mixed  wine. 

6  Look  not  thou  upon  the  wine  when  it 
is  red,  when  it  giveth  his  colour  in  the 
cup,  when  it  moveth  itself  aright. 

7  At  the  last  it  biteth  like  a  serpent, 
and  stingeth  like  an  adder. 

8  Thine  eyes  shall  behold  strange 
women,  and  thine  heart  shall  utter  per- 
verse things. 

9  Yea,  thou  shalt  be  as  he  that  lieth 
down  in  the  midst  of  the  sea,  or  as  he 
that  lieth  upon  the  top  of  a  mast. 

10  They  have  stricken  me,  shalt  thou 
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say,  and  I  was  not  sick ;  the}  liave  beaten 
me,  and  I  felt  it  not :  when  shall  1 
awake?     1  will  seek  it  yet  again. 

Isaiah  5  :  11,  12,  22 

1 1  Woe  unto  them  that  rise  up  early 
in  the  morning,  that  they  may  follow 
stronjjj  drink;  that  continue  until  night, 
till  wine  inflame  them  I 

12  And  the  harp,  and  the  viol,  the 
tahri't,  and  pipe,  and  wine,  are  in  their 
feasts:  but  they  regard  not  the  work  of 
the  Ix)RD,  neither  consider  the  operation 
(»f  his  hands. 

13  Woe  unto  them  that  are  mighty  to 
drink  wine,  and  men  of  strength  to 
mingle  strong  drink. 

ILVBAKKUK   2  :  15 

14  Woe  unto  him  that  giveth  his  ncigh- 
l»our  drink,  that  puttest  thy  bottle  to 
him,  and   makest   him   drunken  also. 

SELECTION  27 

Isaiah  65  :  17-25 

1  FOR,  behold,  I  create  new  heavens 
and  a  new  earth:  and  the  former  shall 
not  l)e  remembered,  nor  come  into  mind. 

2  But  be  ye  glad  and  rejoice  for  ever 
in  that  which  I  create:  for,  behold,  I 
create  Jerusalem  a  rejoicing,  and  her  peo- 
ple a  joy. 

3  And  I  will  rejoice  in  Jerusalem,  and 
joy  in  my  people:  and  the  voice  of  weep- 
ing shall  l)e  no  more  heard  in  her,  nor  the 
voice  of  crying. 

4  There  shall  be  no  more  thence  an  in- 
fant of  days,  nor  an  old  man  that  hath 
not  filled  his  days:  for  the  child  shall 
die  an  hundred  years  old;  but  the  sinner 
being  an  hundred  years  old  shall  be  ac- 
cursed. 

5  And  they  shall  build  houses,  and  in- 
iiabit  them;  and  they  shall  ])lant  vine- 
yards, and  eat  the  fruit  of  them. 

6  They  shall  not  build,  and  another  in- 
habit ;  they  shall  not  j)lant,  and  another 
eat:  for  as  the  days  of  a  tree  are  the 
days  of  my  people,  and  mine  elect  shall 
long  enjoy  the  work  of  their  hands. 

7  They  shall  not  labour  in  vain,  nor 
])ring  forth  for  trouble;  for  they  are  the 
seed  of  the  blessed  of  the  Ixikd,  and 
their  offspring  with  them. 


8  And  it  shall  come  to  pass,  that  be- 
fore they  call,  1  will  answer;  and  while 
they  are  yet  speaking,  1  will  hear. 

9  The  wolf  and  the  lamb  shall  feed  to- 
gether, and  the  lion  sliall  eat  straw  like 
the  bullock:  and  dust  shall  be  the  ser- 
pent's meat.  They  shall  not  hurt  nor 
destroy  in  all  my  holy  mountain,  saith 
the  Lord. 

Revelation*  21  :  17 

10  AND  I  saw  a  new  heaven  and  a  new 
earth:  for  the  first  heaven  and  the  first 
earth  were  passed  away ;  and  there  was 
no  more  sea. 

11  And  I  John  saw  the  holy  city,  new- 
Jerusalem,  coming  down  from  God  out 
of  heaven,  prepared  as  a  bride  adorned 
for  her  husband. 

12  And  I  heard  a  great  voice  out  of 
heaven  saying,  Behold,  the  tabernacle  of 
('•od  is  with  men,  and  he  will  dwell  with 
them,  and  they  shall  be  his  people,  and 
God  himself  shall  be  with  them,  and  be 
their  God. 

13  And  God  shall  wipe  away  all  tears 
from  their  eyes ;  and  there  shall  be  no 
more  death,  neither  sorrow,  nor  crying, 
neither  shall  there  be  any  more  pain:  for 
the  former  things  are  passed  away. 

14  And  he  that  sat  upon  the  throne 
said,  Behold,  I  make  all  things  new.  And 
he  said  unto  me.  Write:  for  these  words 
are  true  and  faithful. 

15  And  he  said  unto  me.  It  is  done.  I 
am  Alpha  and  Omega,  the  beginning  and 
the  end.  I  will  give  unto  him  that  is 
athirst  of  the  fountain  of  the  water  of 
life  freely. 

16  He  that  overcometh  shall  inherit  all 
things;  and  I  will  be  his  God,  and  he 
shall  be  my  son. 

SELECTION  28 

Matthew  25  :  31-4G 

1  WHEN  the  Son  of  man  shall  come  in 
his  glory,  and  all  the  holy  angels  with 
him,  then  shall  he  sit  upon  the  throne  of 
his  glory : 

2  And  before  him  shall  be  gathered 
all  nations:  and  he  shall  separate  them 
one  from  another,  as  a  shepherd  divideth 
his  sheep  from  the  goats: 
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.1  And  ho  sliall  sot  tlio  slioop  on  his 
rij^'lit  hand,  hut  tho  jioats  on  thi>  h'l't. 

4  'IMu-n  sliall  the  Kin^  say  unto  thoni 
on  his  ri^ht  hanil,  ('oino,  yo  hlossod  of  my 
Fathor,  inherit  tlu-  kinijdoin  |)vei)ared  for 
\  on  from  tho  foundation  of  tlio  world: 

.")  For  1  was  an  liun*;ored,  and  yo  j;avo 
me  moat;  1  was  thirsty,  and  yo  gavo  mo 
ilrink:  1  was  a  stranger,  and  yc  took 
me  in : 

6  Naked,  and  ye  clothed  me:  I  was 
sick,  and  yo  visited  mo :  I  was  in  prison, 
and  yo  oanio  unto  mo. 

7  Then  shall  tho  righteous  answer  him, 
saying,  Lord,  when  saw  we  thee  an  hun- 
gered, and  fed  thee?  or  thirsty,  and  gave 
thee  drink? 

8  When  saw  we  thee  a  stranger,  and 
took  thee  inf   or  naked,  and  clothed  thee? 

9  Or  when  saw  we  thee  sick,  or  in 
prison,  and  came  unto  thee? 

10  And  the  King  shall  answer  and  say 
unto  them,  Verily  I  say  unto  you.  Inas- 
much as  ye  have  done  it  unto  one  of  the 


least  of  those  my  hrethron,  yo  have  done 
it  unto  me. 

1 1  Then  sliall  he  say  also  unto  them  on 
the  loft  hand,  l)o])art  from  me,  ye  cursed, 
into  everlasting  lire,  prepared  for  the 
devil  and  liis  angels: 

12  For  1  was  an  hungered,  and  ye 
gave  me  no  meat:  1  was  thirsty,  and  ye 
gave  me  no  drink: 

13  I  was  a  stranger,  and  ye  took  me 
not  in:  naked,  and  ye  clothed  me  not: 
sick,  and  in  prison,  and  ye  visited  me  not. 

14  Then  shall  they  also  answer  him, 
saying.  Lord,  when  saw  we  thee  an  liun- 
gered,  or  athirst,  or  a  stranger,  or  naked, 
or  sick,  or  in  prison,  and  did  not  minister 
unto  thee? 

15  Then  shall  he  answer  them,  saying. 
Verily  I  say  unto  you,  Inasmuch  as  ye 
did  it  not  to  one  of  the  least  of  these,  ye 
did  it  not  to  me. 

16  And  these  shall  go  away  into  ever- 
lasting punishment :  but  the  righteous 
into  life  eternal. 
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
